While the major auctions for the Fall season are primarily over, there are a number of 
events that are coming up and will be worth putting on your calendar. There are also 
some notable sales. 


New York International Auctions and Coin Show (January 9-15, 2023) 


Some of you may remember that last year there was a new location for the New York 
International, The InterContinental New York Barclay Hotel. Unfortunately I wasn’t 
able to attend because of having Covid. I’m hopeful this year will be different. The NY 
International is the premier event for ancient and world numismatics. There are 
certainly other trade shows that are exciting and offer plenty of opportunity for buying 
ancients but the NY International has always had that special draw for most involved 
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Numismatics) conducting auctions. Those auctions continue once the bourse begins on 
the 12th but are relegated to the evening so as not to influence the sales of the dealers 
attending the shows. In fact, most of those auction houses have tables at the bourse and 
want to sell their own stock aside from doing their auctions. 


A new addition to the New York International starting last year is a series of talks and 
numismatic events. Last year, Charles Morgan and I were influential in bringing the 
ANA back to the New York International after years of absence. Ancient and world coins 
are a step-child to the majority of ANA members who have interest in primarily U.S. 
coinage. That said, as an ANA board member it was important for me to bring awareness 
to the area of ancient and world numismatics. Charles and I also wanted to build 
alliances with the American Numismatic Society, of which we are both members (Iam a 
fellow as of last October of the ANS). The ANA and ANS have begun to cooperate 
together with our influence by having ANS scholars teach at the ANA summer seminar 
and the ANA taking a table at the wonderful ANS Gala last year and this year as well as 
examples. 


The coin show in New York is about the best place to go to find what is around for sale 
and isn’t in auction. You also have a rare opportunity to have all the major auction 
houses in the U.S. and Europe in one room. 


Shanna Schmidt Numismatics Inc. and NAC Ziirich will be at two tables next to one 
another. NAC USA will be “present” at the show as all three principals will be at the 
table. We are welcoming clients to come and talk to us about consignments as well as 
sell coins from our private stock. We are located at tables 900 and 902. Please come 
visit! 


ANA National Money Show - Phoenix (March 2-4, 2023) 


I know this is slightly early but I wanted to let everyone know that SSNI and NAC USA, 
LLC will be attending the ANA NMS in Phoenix. I don’t have our booth number quite yet 
but Tyler and I will attend for coin sales and also to meet with anyone interested in 
consigning their collections to NAC Ziirich. Phoenix sounds a lot nicer to me in March 
than Chicago! 


There are some notable sales coming up that I wanted everyone to be aware of. For any 
auctions listed below I will be participating and you should get in touch if you would like 
auction representation services. 


Kolbe & Fanning Auction 165 (3 December, 2022) 


K&F is conducting their 165th auction with 455 lots. There is no devoted collection for 
this catalog but if you take the time to browse the sale you will notice several lots that 
are from the Herb Kreindler library. Herb, a fixture at auctions and shows for decades, 
is also the auctioneer at several houses. Most notably CNG (Triton) and formerly 
Gemini. If he wasn’t conducting the auction then he would be found bidding. Herb is 
selling his annotated catalogs from those sales which will provide the new buyer insight 
into who bought what coins. Along with these catalogs there are some other interesting 
and beautiful books like lot 177, a set of catalogs of Danish coinage that was owned by 
Princess Thyra of Denmark (1853-1933). K&F also has a lovely offer at the end of the 
catalog to give away 10 memberships to the ANS (a $110 value). I’m not sure if the offer 
is still available but it is worth checking in the event that memberships are still 
available. 


Leu Numismatik Web Sale 24 (3-6 December 2022) 
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Part I is The Hestia Collection, an American collection, a collection from the Rhineland, 
the Nea Rhomé Collection, Celtic and Greek coins up to and including Mytilene. Part II is 
Greek (starting with Ionia), Oriental Greek, Central Asian, Roman Provincial, Roman 
Republican & Imperatorial coins, as well as the collections of G. Plankenhorn and H. 
Ursprung. Part III is Roman Imperial, Byzantine, and early Medieval & Islamic coins up 
to and including al-Andalus and finally Part IV is Islamic (starting with al- Maghreb) 
and World coins, the collection of P. Mattli, weights, seals and group lots. The Hestia 
collection contains an array of coin types but there were a lot of Celtic I noticed. There 
were several lovely Byzantine folles in the Rheinland collection. Generally speaking 
there is a good mixture of nice quality with a mix of lower end but still pleasant coins on 
offer. Part II has the Ursprung collection of coins of Elagabalus. Obviously a passionate 
collector of the Sun Emperor. There is also a collection from Gerhard Plankenhorn 
which is composed of coins from Phrygia. If you have the time and energy to keep up 
with the rigorous auction schedule then by all means take a peek. I’m happy to help 
where I can. 


Morton & Eden Auction 119 (6 December 2022) 


M&E has a sale of 377 coins on December 6. It is a live auction but they also offer online 
bidding through the third party site, Invaluable. Please keep in mind though that 
bidding through Invaluable requires an additional fee since it is not part of M&E. What 
is great though is viewing the coins on Invaluable which offers a clean look for the 
coins. I recommend viewing it this way if you can’t be there to view in the office. 
Generally M&E does a fine job of offering pedigreed coins. The coins in this sale are 
good mid level coins so they aren’t always the sharpest strikes but good pedigrees are 
available. Lot 2 comes from the Ward collection which was donated to the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in NY and sadly deaccessioned to buy an Italian amphora which was later 
returned to Italy. It was a sad affair but the coins do come up for auction often and here 
is one example. This auction contains several lots from an anonymous collector that 
purchased primarily in 1950’s and 1960’s. There is a pretty substantial section of 
Byzantine coins in this sale as well that are worth checking out if you are missing any 
rulers. 


Jean Vinchon Numismatique Auction (7 December 2022) 


The Paris firm Jean Vinchon has their December auction of 483 lots. There is not a huge 
selection of ancient coins in this sale but it is still worth checking out. Some nice quality 
coins and a few coins I noticed that were reasonably priced. 


HD Rauch Auction 115 (8-9 December 2022) 


HD Rauch out of Vienna has their 115th auction on December 9th. The sale consists of 
1,454 lots of ancient and world coins. I’ve never attended a Rauch auction live but I’ve 
participated in many sales. There are usually some nice deals I’ve gotten and some 
hidden treasures. For those interested in more than ancients, Rauch has a good 
selection of historical medals in this auction as well. Please get in touch if you need my 
help.

LIE 
coinage was based on the libral standard where the As referred to a coin and the weight. 
One As equaled one Roman pound (or twelve uncia (ounces) ). The weight standard 
changed around 265 BC when the As equaled 10 uncia. This period was known as the 
light libral standard. The Sextan was 1/6 the value of 1 As. These were issued in large 
quantities until the introduction of the denarius about 210 BC.
